Dr. Fred C. Williams, superintendent
of the hospital stated today to a rep-
resentative of The Record that cir-
_ culars describing the man and telling
of his crime and his escape have been
sent to every State and every large
city of this land and to detective
agencies, police departments and
State constabulary in nations of Eu-

rope in Australia, South America,

Canada, Mexico and other parts of
the world. In other words, Vaughan
is being hunted the world over. Never
before has a South Carolina fugitive
from the law been hunted so thor-
oughly.

'Dr. Williams states that replies
from parts of the globe have been
received, indicating that alookout is
being kept for the man, but as yet
not a clue has come ' of his where-
abouts. Dr. Williams states that
nearly two thousand notices have
been sent to various parts of the
world asking for help in locating the
fugitive.
